A Vast Reg ion of Territory » till Virt­ 
ually Unex plored. 
Dr. Dawson, of the Canadian g eo­ 
log ical survey , say s that nearly 
million sq uare miles in that oountry , 
or about one-eig ht of the total area of 
this continent, are as y et practically 
unknown, say s the Ne# York Sun. 
The annual report of the g eolog ical 
survey and interior department of 
Canada have a peculiar interest from 
the fact that they are to a considerable 
ex tent records of orig inal diaoovery . 
The g reater part of the Canadian 
Northwest is well known along its 
watercourses, and some of the ex ­ 
plorers of the scientific bureaus are 
now pushing away from the rivers 
and ladies to map the reg ions ly ing 
between them. 
In the larg e reg ion embraced be­ 
tween Great Fish river on the north, 
Great Slave and Athabaska Lakes on 
the west, 
Reindeer 
and Hatchet 
Lakes on the south, and Hudson Bay 
on the east, we find on the maps a 
larg e number of rivers and big and 
little lakes. It is a curious fact that 
all of these riven and lakes have a 
place on the maps upon the authority 
of only one man, Mr. He&rne, who 
wandered for three y ears throug h this 
reg ion over 120 y ears ag o. We may 
infeJ from the chang es the Canadian 
ex plorers have been making in the 
maps of other reg ions that these rivers 
and lakes will probably apper unde 
q uiet a different aspect when modern 
ex ploration reaches them. 
The larg est unex plored area in 
Canada is the interior of Laboador, 
almost 300.000 sq uare miles, from 
mapping the larg er part of which we 
have scarcely any information at all 
ex oept Eskimo reports; and y et if 
these reports are in any deg ree trust- 
orthy there are many interesting 
discoveries to be made in inner 
Labrador, including the big water- 
’alla of the Grand river, reputed to be 
the hig hest in the world, which no 
white man has y et visited. 
It will be 
a long time before our own continent 
ceases to f ur ni s h fresh g eog raphical 
news.

A Vast Region of Territory Still Virt­ 
ually Unexplored. 
Dr. Dawson, of the Canadian geo­ 
logical survey, says that nearly a 
million square miles in that country, 
or about one-eight of the total area of 
this continent, are as yet practically 
unknown, says the N e# York Sun. 
The annual report of the geological 
survey and interior department of 
Canada have a peculiar interest from 
the fact that they ara to a considerable 
extent records of original discovery. 
The greater part of the Canadian 
Northwest is well known along its 
watercourses, aud some of the ex­ 
plorers of the scientific bureaus are 
now poshing away from the rivers 
and ladies to map the regions lying 
between them. 
In the large region embraced be­ 
tween Great Fish river on the north, 
Great Slave and Athabaska Lakes on 
the west, 
Reindeer 
and Hatchet 
Lakes on the south, mid Hudson Bay 
on the east, we find on the maps a 
large number of rivers and big and 
little lakes. It is a carious fact that 
all of these rivers and lakes have a 
place on the maps upon the authority 
of only one man, Mr. Hearne, who 
wandered for three years through this 
region over 120 years ago. 
We may 
infer from the changes the Canadian 
explorers have been making in the 
maps of other regions that these rivers 
and lakes will probably apper unde 
quiet a different aspect when modern 
exploration reaches them. 
The largest unexplored area in 
Canada is the interior of Laboador, 
almost 300,000 square miles, from 
mapping the larger part of which we 
have scarcely any information at all 
exoept Eskimo reports; and yet if 
these reports are in any degree trust­ 
worthy there are many interesting 
discoveries to be made m inner 
Labrador, including the big water­ 
falls of the Grand river, reputed to be 
the highest in the world, which no 
white man has yet visited. 
It will be 
a long time before our own continent 
ceases to furnish fresh geographical 
news.

This statement ought to attract 
the attention of our farmers and set 
them to raising bananas. 
They 
would need boat-houses, of course, 
and the culture would be costly as 
compared with the culture in lands 
to which the banana is native, but 
with a sufficiently heavy duty the 
foreign grown banana could b« shut 
out and the home market secured 
for the American producer.

She noticed that they were surely 
corrupting the rest of the Sunday 
school. In her quiet w ay she did a 
little detective work, ami the result 
was that last night she put the po­ 
lice on to her Bible class, the mem­ 
bers of which were playing a nice 
quiet game of fan-tan and smoking 
opuim.

worthy of his parentage. Had the 
son died his heirs would have claimed 
the deposit and interest, legal right, 
as theirs.

Nevertheless 
it is a n esta blished fact tha t this oc. *' 
enrred o n Ma rch 29 ,1884, a nd fo r a 
few ho urs sca rcely a ny wa ter pa ssed 
over Nia g a ra fa lls. * 
To thoroug hly appreciate this as­ 
tonishing phenomenon it should be 
remembered th at the estimated aver­ 
ag e amount of water passing over 
these falls is 502,500 tons per minute. 
The winter of th at year had been 
an ex ceptionally severe one, and ice 
of unusual tnicknest had formed on 
Lake Erie.

Joseph's bretheru dipped their brother’s 
coat in goats blood, and then brought the 
dabbled garment to their father, cheating 
him with the idea that a ferocious animal 
had slain him, and thus hiding their in­ 
famous behavior. 
But their is no deception 
about that which we hold up to your ob­ 
servation to day, 
A monster such as never 
ranged African thicket or liindoetan jungle 
hath tracked this land, and with bloody 
maw hath strewn the continent with the 
mangled carcasses 
of whole generations; 
and there ars tens of thousands of fathers 
and mothers who could hold up the garment 
of their slain boy, truth ally exclaiming, 
“It is my son’s coat; an evil beast bath de­ 
voured him.” There has, in all ages and 
climes, lieer a tendency to the improper 
use of stimulants. 
Noah, as if disgusted 
with the prevalence of water in his time, 
took to stroug drink. By this vice, A'ex- 
tuider the Conqueror was conquered. 
The 
Romans at their feasts fell oft their seats 
with iutoxicatiou. 
Four hundred million of 
our race are opium eaten*. 
India. Turkey 
and China have groaned with the desolation; 
and by it have been quenched such lights as 
Hailey and De Quinrey. One hundred mill­ 
ions are victims of the betel nut, w hich has 
specially blasted the Fast Indies. 
Three 
hundred millions chew hashish, and Persia, 
Brazil and Africa suffer the delirium. The 
T arters employ murowa; the Mexicans, the 
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slain, and their wires made paupers, and 
their children slaves. Hold cut to your 
children all warnings, all rewards, ail coun­ 
sels, lest in after days they break your heart 
and curse your gray hairs. A man laughed 
at my father for his scrupulous temperance 
principles, and said: “I am more liberal 
than yon. I always give my children the 
sngar in the glass after we hare been taking 
a drink.” Three of his sons hare died drunk­ 
ards, and the fourth is imbecile through in­ 
temperate habits. 
Again: We will battle this evil by voting 
only for sober men. How many men are 
there who can rise above the feelings of par­ 
tisanship and demand that our officials 
shall Up sutler men? 
I maintain that the question of sobriety is 
higher than tile question of availability; and 
that, however eminent a man s services may 
lie, if he have habits of intoxication he is un­ 
fit for any office in the gi:t of a Christian 
people.

A Dry Niagara 
It seems almost incredible that at 
one time in ifs history the greatest 
and most wdnderfnl waterfall in the 
world actually ran dry.

over Niagara falls. * 
To thoroughly appreciate this as­ 
tonishing phenomenon it should ta 
remembered th at the estimated aver­ 
age am ount of water passing over 
these falls is 502,500 tons per minute. 
The winter of th at year had been 
an exceptionally severe one, and ice 
of unusual tnicknest had formed on 
Lake Erie. The warm spring rains 
loosened this congealed mass, and 
on the day in question a brisk east 
wind drove the ice far up into the 
lake. About sunset the wind sudden­ 
ly veered around and blew a heavy 
gale from the west. This naturally 
t urned the ice in its course, and bring­ 
ing it down to the mouth of Niagara 
river piled it up in a solid, impene­ 
trable wall. 
So closely was it packed and so 
great was its force th at in a short 
time the outlet to the lake was com­ 
pletely choked up, and little or no 
water could possible escape. In a 
very short space of time the water 
below this frozen barrier passed over 
the falls, ana the next morning the 
people residing in the next neighbor­ 
hood were treated to a m ost extra­ 
ordinary spectacle. 
The roaring, tum blingrapids above 
the falls were alm ost obliterated, and 
nothing but the cold black rocks 
were visible in all directions. The 
news quickly spread and crowds o f 
spectators flocked to view the scene, 
the banks on each side of the river 
being lined with people during the 
whole day. At last there came a 
oreak in the ice, it was released from 
its restraint, the bent up walls of 
waters rustled downward and Ni­ 
agara was itself again.—Golden Days.

any individual, rarely receive ueo es 
sary attentio n. 
Especially is this true 
in the executio n o i laws already pro ­ 
vided. 
When the representatives o f 
the peo ple have guarded the interests 
o f the peo ple by passing a law to pro ­ 
tect them, they think the matter do ne 
with. 
If the executio n o f that law is 
no t a matter o f mo ment to a co nsider­ 
able and influential class in the co m­ 
munity, it is mo re than likely to re­ 
main practically a dead letter. 
This 
is what has actuo lly happened in the 
case o f the game laws o f Minneso ta. 
The laws themselves are excellent 
Lo vers o f spo rt have taken a pleasure 
in preparing legislatio n that wo uld 
effectually pro tect o ur splendid pre­ 
serves, and legislaiures have co nsented 
willingly to pass them. 
And there, as 
a rule, the matter ends. 
The Pio neer 
Press has called attentio n, year nfter 
year, to the wanto n slaughter o f deer 
and prairie chicken o ut o f seaso n, un­ 
til the legitimate hunter, the mao who 
hunts fo r Bjio rt and no t fo r the market, 
finds that irreparable havo c has been 
wro ught 
Everybo dy in general, and j 
no bo d v in particular, is interested 
Everybo dy declares that it is a shame 
and that so mething o ught to be do ne, 
and there the inatter rests. 
Much mo re rapid and co mplete is 
the destructio n o f the game fish o f 
Minneso ta. 
These co nstitute o ne o f 
o ur greatest attractio ns, and we are 
abundantly supplied with them by 
nature. Our tho usand! o f lakes fairly 
swarmed with tho gamy creatures, 
and spo rtsmen fro m far and near hied 
themselves to o ur waters fo ra taste o f 
the spo rt that is so dear to the heart 
o f man. Their effo rts are still reward­ 
ed; bat no bo dy is igno rant that this 
spo rt, to o , is o n the decline. The 
wanto n capture o f game fish go es o n 
unmo lested. 
They are captured in 
seines, hunted with gill nets, sj» eared 
thro ugh the ice in the winter, pursued 
recklessly in any and every seaso n o f 
the year. Their natural 
increases 
wo uld be sufficient to keep their num­ 
bers steady against all thp real spo rts­ 
men o f the co untry, but they are dis­ 
appearing befo re this war o f ex­ 
terminatio n. 
Altho ugh bo tli state 
and natio nal go vernments spend large 
sums o f mo ney in sto cking tho waters 
with cho ice varieties o f fish, the supply 
diminishes. 
It will dimmish to the 
vanishing po int, if we canno t in so me 
way secure the enfo rcement o f the 
laws. The pettr trader who supplies 
the market thinks it a mere trine fo r 
him to tako a wago n lo ad o f fish. No ­ 
bo dy will ever miss them fro m the 
teeming millio ns o f o ur waters. 
But 
when this beco mes the rule and co m­ 
mo n practice, the co mplete extinctio n 
o f the game fish is no t far distant 
We o ugnt to preserve o ur game with 
mo re care than we do o ur parks and 
natural curio sities. Yet the laws re­ 
main unenfo rced, because their en­ 
fo rcement wo uld require a large cum­ 
ber o f o fficials and a co nsiderable ap­ 
pro priatio n. 
When the last vestigee 
o f game shall have vanished fro m o ur 
wo o ds and fields and waters, then, to o 
late, we shall iiegin to understand 
that any expenditure o f labo r o r o f 
funds wo uld have been well warranted 
to prevent the destructio n o f o ne o f 
Minneso ta’s mo st valuable reso urces 
and mo st famo us attractio ns.

to friends in Brainerd. Mr. and Mrs. 
Zottman objected to her coming to 
St. ? aul alone, but thechildpereisted 
in her request, and was at !**? allowed 
to depart. She was to have returned 
in a week, but wrote that she desired 
to stay longer, and nothing was 
thought to be wrong. 
Becoming alarmed, however, at her 
continued absence,’Mrs. Zottman came 
to S t Paul on Monday to take the 
girl back with her.

A I'ii bl ic Shame. 
The Pioneer Press, of Sunday, con­ 
tains the following editorial in regard 
to tho wanton slaughter of game und 
fish in Northern Minnesota which can 
be appreciated in no other section 
better than this county. The paper 
says: 
It is one of the defects of a republi­ 
can form of government that affairs 
of large and general importance, but 
not of immediate personal interest to 
any individual, rarely receive neces 
sary attention, Especially is this true 
in the execution 01 laws already pro­ 
vided. When the representatives of 
the people have guarded the interests 
of the people by passing a law to pro­ 
tect them, they think the matter done 
with. If the execution of that law is 
not a matter of moment to a consider­ 
able and influential class in the com­ 
munity, it is more than likely to re­ 
main practically a dead letter. 
This 
is what has actuolly happened in the 
case of the game laws or Minnesota. 
The laws themselves are excellent. 
Lovers of sport have taken a pleasure 
in preparing legislation that would 
effectually protect our splendid pre­ 
serves, and legislatures have consented 
willingly to pass them. And there, as 
a rule. the matter ends. The Pioneer 
Press has called attention, year after 
year, to the wanton slaughter of deer 
and prairie chicken out of season, un­ 
til the legitimate hunter, the man who 
hunts for sport and not for the market, 
finds that irreparable havoc has been 
wrought Everybody in general, and 
nobody in particular, is inteie*te<L 
Everybody declares that it is a shame 
and that something ought to be done, 
and there the matter rests. 
Much more rapid and complete is 
the destruction of the game fish of 
Minnesota. These constitute one of 
our greatest attractions, and we are 
abundantly supplied with them by 
nature. Oar thoosandt of lakes fairly 
swarmed with tho gamy creatures, 
and sportsmen from far and near hied 
themselves to our waters for a taste of 
the sport that is so dear to the heart 
of man. Their efforts are still reward­ 
ed; but nobody is ignorant that this 
sport, too, is on the decline. 
I he 
wanton capture of game fish goes on 
unmolested. They are captured in 
seines, hunted with gill nets, speared 
through the ice in the winter, pursued 
recklessly in any and every season of 
the year. Their natural increases 
would be sufficient to keep their num­ 
bers steady against all thp real sports­ 
men of the country, but they are dis­ 
appearing before this war of ex­ 
termination. 
Although both state 
and national governments spend large 
sums of money in stocking tho waters 
with choice varieties of fish, the supply 
diminishes. It will diminish to the 
vanishing point, if we cannot in some 
way secure the enforcement of the 
laws. The petty trader who supplies 
the market thinks it a mere trifle for 
him to take a wagon load of fish. No­ 
body will ever miss them from the 
teeming millions of our waters. But 
when this becomes the rule and com­ 
mon practice, the complete extinction 
of the game fish is not fftr distant. 
We ought to preserve our game with 
more care than we do our parks and 
natural curiosities. Yet the laws re­ 
main unenforced, because their en­ 
forcement would require a large num­ 
ber of officials and a considerable ap­ 
propriation. 
When the last icstigee 
of game shall have vanished from our 
woods and fields and waters, then, too 
late, we shall begin to understand 
that any expenditure of labor or of 
funds would have been woll warranted 
to prevent the destruction of one of 
Minnesota’s most valuable resources 
and most famous attractions.

A Vast Region of Territory Still Virt­ 
ually Unexplored. 


D r. Dawson, of the C anadian geo­ 
logical survey, says th a t nearly a 
m illion square m iles iu th a t country, 
or about one-eight of th e total area of 
this continent, are as y et practically 
unknown, says th e Next Y ork Sun. 
T he annual report of th e geological 
survey and interior d epartm ent of 
C anada have a paculiar interest from 
the fact th a t they are to a considerable 
extent records of original discovery. 
T he g reater p a rt of th e C anadian 
N orthw est is well known along its 
w ater courses, and som e of th e ex­ 
plorers of th e scientific bureaus are 
now pushing away from th e rivers 
and ladies to m ap the regions lying 
betw een them . 
In the larg e region em braced be­ 
tw een G reat F ish river on th e north, 
G reat Slave and A thabaska L akes on 
th e west, 
R eindeer 
and H atchet 
L akes on the south, and H udson B ay 
on th e east, we find on th e m aps a 
larg e num ber of rivers and b ig and 
little lakes. 
I t is a curious fact th a t 
all of these rivers and lakes have a 
place on th e m aps upon th e authority 
of only one m an, M r. H earne, who 
w andered for three years th ro u g h this 
region over 120 years ago. 
W e m ay 
infei from the changes th e C anadian 
explorers have been m aking m the 
m aps of o ther regions th a t these rivers 
and lakes will probably apper unde 
quiet a different aspect w hen m odern 
exploration reaches them . 
T he larg est unexplored area 
in 
C anada is th e interior of Laboador, 
alm ost 300,000 square miles, from 
m apping th e larg er p art of which we 
have scarcely any inform ation at all 
except E skim o reports; and yet if 
these reports are in any degree tru st­ 
w orthy there are m any interesting 
discoveries to be 
m ade 
m 
inner 
L abrador, including the b ig w ater­ 
falls of th e G rand river, rep u ted to be 
the highest in th e world, which no 
w hite m an has yet visited. 
It will be 
a long tim e before our own continent 
ceases to furnish fresh geographical 
news.

j comes. 
Presbyterian clergymen are 
better paid, while the Church of Eng­ 
land ministers, both here and in 
Great Britain, fairly roll in wealth 
by comparison. 
Methodist bishops are poorly paid. 
Those of the Methodist church south 
have $3,600 salary, while those of 
the church north have a little more, 
but none of them lays by anything 
ofhis salary. Bishop Warren, of the 
north, is rich, having married the 
widow of a ranchman in Denver. 
But Bishop Hendrix, of the Metho- 
I distchurch south, enjoys the distinc­ 
tion of being the richest bishop in 
| America, having inherited a fortune 
which by careful management he has 
greatly increased. 
He has the rep­ 
utation of being both l»enevolent 
and rich. To school and colleges he 
is especially liberal, and Central col­ 
lege, in this state, owes its present 
prosperity to his generosity. All the 
other southern Methodist bishops 
are poor.—St Louis Globe-Democrat.

A Resume of the Proceedings 
of Congress During the 
Past Week. 


A Savings Bank Story, 
From the Albany Argus. 
There is an impression abroad 
that much money is lying unclaimed 
in the saving banks of the state. 
But money is a thing that is not 
lost sight of to any extent, either in 
saving or other banks. There may 
be periods of dormancy in the claims 
made for it; often it is left by design. 
An instance of that kind occured re­ 
cently at the National Saving Bank 
of Albany, which was twenty-one 
years old a few days ago. The first 
saving bank pass book, No, 1, issued 
by it for $1,000 was presented. It 
was money deposited in 1869 for his 
then infant son by a father, and now, 
at his majority, the son brought his 
book for settlement, and has prin­ 
cipal and accumulated interest eom- 
pouded for twenty-one years at his 
own personal command, and yet the 
bank officers had not seen the book 
since it was first given out, although 
they knew that the father was dead 
and that the son was living and grow­ 
ing up an estimable young man, 
worthy of his parentage. Had the 
son died his heirs would have claimed 
the deposit and interest, legal right, 
as theirs. 


Among the amendment* reported by the 
committee on Indian appropriations and 
agreed to were the following: 
Ineerting an item of $150,600 to pay the 
Chippewa Indian* of Minneeota the award 
for damage* sustained by them on account 
of the building of dam* and i-eeervoir* on 
Lake Wninebugoshieb, Caes lake and Leech 
Inkp.

C u r io u s W ill M a k in g , 
A New Y ork court has established 
the validity of a will of a citizen of 
th at State, who ‘left his entire pro­ 
perty, about $00,000, to tiie United 
States Government. Tiie New York 
law prohibits bequests of more than 
a certain proposition of a m an’s es­ 
tate to the religious or charitable iri- 
“titutions when he lias near relatives 
living. In other words, a man can­ 
not buy peace for his conscience by 
adding another wrong to those he 
has before committed. 
The first 
duty of property is to provide lor 
those naturally and legally depend­ 
ent on the man who own* it. The 
law will not even allow a man while 
living to impoverish uirnself so as to 
leave his family in want. Jf this is 
often in practice it is because exist­ 
ing laws are not enforced. 
What lie 
cannot legally do while living the !uw 
will not help him to do when dead. 
But giving to tiie Government where a 
man hue no near relatives, and those 
more distant th at he has, 
nnotiier 
m atter. The court probably he’d in 
this ccse th at the man was right in 
thinking be as nearly related to the 
entire American people, nnd hud mh 
much obligation to them, as he had 
to the few distant relativ e who after 
death would cluim what they had 
while living done nothing to prove 
they could properly have miy interest 
in.

A Dry N iagara 
It seems almost incredible that at 
one time in its history the greatest 
and most wdnderfnl waterfall in the 
world actually ran dry.

curred on March 29,1884, and for a 
few hours scarcely any water passed 
over Niagara falls. * 
To thoroughly appreciate this as­ 
tonishing phenomenon it should be 
remembered th at theestim ated aver­ 
age am ount of water passing over 
these falls is 502,500 tons per minute. 
The winter of th a t year had been 
an exceptionally severe one, and ice 
of unusual tfiicknest had formed on 
Lake Erie. The warm spring rains 
loosened this congealed mass, and 
on the day in question a br sk east 
wind drove the ice far up into the 
lake. About, sunset the wind sudden­ 
ly veered around and blew a heavy 
gale from the west. This naturally 
turned the ice in its course, and bring­ 
ing it down to the mouth of Niagara 
river piled it up in a solid, impene­ 
trable wall. 
So closely was it packed and so 
great was its force th at in a short 
time the outlet to the lake was com­ 
pletely choked up, and little or no 
water could possible escape. In a 
very short space of time the water 
below this frozen barrier passed over 
the falls, ana the next morning the 
people residing in the next neighbor- 
iiood were treated to a most extra­ 
ordinary spectacle. 
The roaring, tumbling rapids above 
the falls were alm ost obliterated, and 
nothing but the cold black rocks 
were visible in all directions. The 
news quickly spread and crowds of 
spectators flocked to view the scene, 
the banks on each side of the river 
being lined with people during the 
whole day. At last there came a 
oreak in the ice, it was released from 
its restraint, the bent up walls of 
waters rushed downward and Ni­ 
agara was itself again.—Golden Days.

The Pioneer Press, of Sunday, con­ 
tains the following editorial in regard 
to the wanton slaughter of game and 
fish in Northern Minnesota which can 
be appreciated in no other section 
better than this county. The paper 
says: 
It is one of the defects of a republi­ 
can form of government that affairs 
of large ttnd general importance, but 
not of immediate personal interest to 
any individual, rarely receive neces­ 
sary attention, 
Especially is this true 
in the execution ot laws already pro­ 
vided. 
When the representatives of 
the people have guarded the interests 
of the people by passing a law to pro­ 
tect them, they think the matter done 
with. 
If the execution of that law is 
not a matter of moment to a consider­ 
able and influential class in the com­ 
munity, it is more than likely to re­ 
main practically a dead letter. 
This 
is what has actuolly happened in the 
case of the gam© laws of Minnesota. 
The laws themselves are excellent. 
Lovers of sport have taken a pleasure 
in preparing legislation that would 
effectually protect our splendid pre­ 
serves, and legislaiures have consented 
willingly to pass them. 
And there, as 
a rule, the matter ends. 
The Pioneer i 
Frees has called attention, year after j 
year, to the wanton slaughter of deer j 
and prairie chicken out of season, un- j 
til the legitimate hunter, the man who 
hunts for sport and not for the market, 
finds that irreparable havoc has been 
wrought 
Everybody in general, and 
nobody in particular, is interested. 
EveryLody declares that it is a shame 
and that something ought to bo done, 
and there the matter rests. 
Much more rapid and complete is 
the destruction of the game fish of 
Minnesota. 
These constitute ono of 
our greatest attractions, and we are 
abundantly supplied with them by 
nature. 
Our thousandt of lakes fairly 
swarmed with tho gamy creatures, 
and sportsmen from far and near hied 
themselves to our waters for a taste of 
tho sport that is so dear to the heart 
of man. 
Their offqrts are still reward­ 
ed; but nobody is ignorant that this 
sport, too, is on the decline. 
The 
wanton capture of game fish goes on 
unmolested, 
They are captured in 
seines, hunted with gill nets, sjieared 
through the ice in the winter, pursued 
recklessly in any and every season of 
the year. 
Their natural 
increases 
would be sufficient to keep their num­ 
bers steady against all thp real sports­ 
men of the country, but they are dis­ 
appearing before this war of ex­ 
termination. 
Although both state 
and nat ional governments spend large 
sums of money in stocking the waters 
with choice varieties of fish, the supply 
diminishes. 
It will diminish to the 
vanishing point, if we cannot in some 
way secure the enforcement of the 
laws. 
The petty trader who supplies 
the market thinks it a mere trifle for 
him to take a wagon load of fish. No­ 
body will ever miss them from the 
teeming millions of our waters. 
But 
when this becomes the rule and com­ 
mon practice, the complete extinction 
of tho game fish is not far distant. 
We ought to preserve our game with 
more care than we do our parks and 
natural curiosities. 
Yet tho laws re­ 
main unenforced, because their en­ 
forcement would require a large num­ 
ber of officials and a considerable ap­ 
propriation. 
When the last vestigee 
of game shall have vanished from our 
woods and fields and waters, then, too 
late, we shall begin to understand 
that any expenditure of labor or of 
funds would have been well warranted 
to prevent the destruction of one of 
Minnesota's most valuable resources 
and most famous attractions.
